with him as part payment. However, Liddy rec. Patent for 
land 29th Aug. 1838. 


Letter dated 9th Sept. 1852, written by Sophia Liddy, 

widow of John Liddy, states that a man in Toronto was 

claiming the land from her and her children and she is 
praying for transfer of the Patent or deed to her.
